Christopher 
Columbus 
discov ered 
America on October 12, 149 2. 
But Co­ 
lumbus day , althoug h a leg al holiday , is 
less g enera lly celebrated than almost any 
other; and it is to be feared that if the 
widesprea d feeling that we hav e more 
tha n enoug h of holiday s should lead to a 
call for the elimination of some of them 
ma ny would v ote in fav or of dispensing 
with Columbus day . 
This is not as it 
should be. 
Not only the American coun­ 
tries but all the world should pause on 
the anniv ersary to do honor to the g reat 
ex plorer, for the people of ev ery quarter 
of the g lobe ha v e profited by his discov ­ 
ery . 
Columbus soug ht a new, short route to 
the East Indes. 
Europeans desired that 
commerce with the East should be facili­ 
tated tha t they mig ht the more readily 
procure spices. 
They lacked means to 
preserv e food. 
Their diet wa s montonous, 
and spices were g reatly in dema nd to fla ­ 
v or unpalatable food. 
Columbus did not 
bring Europea ns any closer to the East 
Indian spices that they crav ed, but his 
discov ery g a v e them potatoes, maize, to­ 
ma toes and other foods which imported 
needed v ariety to their fare. 
This is but 
one of innumerable wa y s in which man­ 
kind ha s materia lly benefited from the 
esta blishment of contact between Ameri­ 
ca and the older continents. 
But it is not for the material blessing s 
tha t he 
broug ht the world but for 
the 
g lorious 
ex a mple tha t he g a v e of courag e 
and persev era nce that the day of Colum­ 
bus’ g reat a chiev ement should be remem­ 
bered. 
He remains a model to be held up 
for the emula tion of men in his daring to 
question the science of .his ag e, in his wil­

Arson is the most heinous crime, the 
most despicable act conceiv able. 
When someone decides to "‘sell out to 
the insurance c o m p a n y b y setting fire to 
his property , it is with the deliberate in­ 
tent of defrauding the underwriters. 
As 
a matter of fact, the public is robbed as 
well as the insurance company , for when 
arson is committed, the ex pense of the 
fire must be sp read ov er the entire com­ 
munity , in the cost of fire insurance. 
In 
this way , the innocent pay for the mis­ 
deeds of the g uilty . 
Thus it is ev ident 
that, financially , the repression of arson is 
a v ital matter to ev ery body , and that as a 
matter of public 
sa fety 
the fire fiend 
should be combatted at ev ery turn. 
There is a still more important reason 
why the public should be intensely inter­ 
ested in curbing this v icious crime— the 
loss of life from fire is appalling , thou­ 
sands being killed ev ery y ear, particularly 
in arson fires. 
The fire-criminal g enera l­ 
ly does a thoroug h job, often working in 
the dead of nig ht. 
As a result, the fire 
spreads with terrible rapidity , and his 
v ictims a wa ken, horror stricken, to find 
themselv es surrounded by fla mes and es­ 
cape impossible. 
Then, too, this ty pe of 
bla ze has g enerally g ained such hea dwa y 
before the firemen arriv e, that a larg er 
percentag e of property is destroy ed than 
in other fires. 
The arsonist is a v ery dang erous factor 
in the fire situation 
and 
ev ery citizen 
should bear down on him and all of his 
kind.

The sug g estion concerns the equalizing 
of the state property tax . 
The amount 
raised by this tax is not larg e in the a g ­ 
g reg a te— not more than about S2,500,000 
for g eneral state rev enue purposes. There 
is no chance for any material reduction. 
But there is a pressing oblig ation to a d­ 
just the burden more equably . 
The hapha za rd sy stem of assessments 
is a real ev il. 
In both cities and rural 
communities there are pieces of property 
that are assessed out of all proportion to 
ether pieces of similar v alue. 
It is this 
ev il which Senator Wilson promises to 
seek to correct if he should be elected 
g ov ernor. 
It is well that the candidate has called 
public attention to this situation. 
It needs 
to be understood and discussed.

Tt is well known that every man con­ 
s i de r himself an authority on two lines of 
business—his own and 
the 
new spaper 
business. 
N ew spaper workers seldom re­ 
sent this; on the contrary, most of them 
are amused at the solemn assurance with 
which the butcher, the baker or the can­ 
dlestick makev proceeds to tell them how 
the newspapers should be run. 
It is not 
strang e that these self-elected authorities 
should occasionally make mistakes. 
The 
commonest of these, and the one posses­ 
sing the g reatest deg ree of error, is impli­ 
ed in the oft-heard statem ent th a t the 
newspapers print too much news of crime 
and scandal. 
An interesting piece of research on this 
subject recently was conducted by Dean 
Allen of the Oreg on University School of 
Journalism. 
First he took a public poll 
to ascertain the prevailing belief as to the 
volume of such news. 
The av erag e of the 
estimates contained in the answers show­ 
ed that the av erag e reader is tinder the 
impression that 28.5 per cent of the news 
in the daily papers is dev oted to crime 
and scandal. 
Then he took 25 represen­ 
tativ e 
daily 
newspapers, 
including 
the 
Post-Dispatch, selecting the copies at ran­ 
dom, and actually 
m easured 
the news. 
1 he percentag e which was found to be 
dev oted to crime and scandal— which we 
will g ive in the next sentence— did not 
surprise newspapermen, but it will sur­ 
prise the av erag e reader.

“At every session of congress,” 
Wilson said, “agriculture was drag­ 
ged a crippled body to the door of 
congress, supplicating, its supposed 
friends for annointment of Its grlev- 
ious wounds, but has been turned 
away with nothing hut sy mpathy 
for its unfortunate condition.”

“In view of the widespread inter­ 
est in prohibition,” Wilson said, “it 
is pertinent that I give my views in 
so far as they relate to my candi­ 
dacy for governor. The 18th amend­ 
ment and the Volstead act are pure­ 
ly and solely federal matters. Modi- 
mication or repeal of that amend­ 
ment is a m atter solely for the con­ 
gress of the United States and the 
legislatures of the states. Modifica­ 
tion or repeal of the Volstead act Is 
entirely a matter for the congress 
alone. If the people conclude for 
any reason that the acts are unde­ 
sirable, then they have full right to 
change them through their chosen 
representatives in congress and the 
state legislatures. 
“The governor of Missouri has no 
power whatever to repeal or alter 
the 18th amendment or the Volstead 
act. The power and duty of the gov­ 
ernor is to see that the la'i^s of the 
state are faithfully executed. 
That 
duty includes the execution of the 
state statute on prohibition. My pub­ 
lic record, both as prosecuting at­ 
torney for my home county (Platte) 
for four y ears, and as United States 
attorney at Kansas City for practi­ 
cally eight y ears, assures the char­ 
acter of law enforcement which I 
believe to be the remedy for law 
violations.” 
Explaining two votes on prohlbl- 
bltlon he made in the past. Wilson 
said he voted to submit statewide 
prohibition to a vote of the people 
in 1909, because the district which 
he represented in the state legisla­ 
ture was 
termed 
dry . 
“Further­ 
more,” he said, “I believed in the 
well founded and recognized doc­ 
trine of the right of the people of 
the state to determine 
for 
them­ 
selves, a question of domestic con­ 
cern.” In the 1913 session he said 
he voted off a tie on an amendment 
to what was known as th© county 
unit bill, and again voted what is 
termed dry . Th© dry sentiment in 
his district again prompted this, 
with the additional reason that he 
believed in the democratic doctrine 
of self-government in the counties. 
Turning to a discussion of candi­ 
dates, Wilson said th© outstanding 
question was why Hoover was nomi­ 
nated by the republicans in view of 
“his long residence abroad, his rapid 
accumulation of wealth, his failure 
to vote in this country until 46 
y ears of age, his apparent distaste 
for American ideals, and hfs earnest 
effort to break into politics by ob­ 
taining the presidency by way of 
the democratic party in 1920,” 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith, he sald,*Is 
the “most interesting American of 
his generation.” 
“The public life of Gov. Smith is 
without parallel in the history of 
this country . W’ith rare courage and 
smashing blows he 
hhas forged, 
in the white heat of conflict, a 
career which in beauty and strength 
has fixed the attention of millions 
o f' Americans.” Wilson then traced 
the life of Smith from the congest­ 
ed districts of New York to his 
DGraination at Houston. 
“I am for Governor Smith.” he 
said, “if for no other reason than 
that he is the nominee of the dem­ 
ocratic party and stands upon a 
platform which I cordially approve 
and which offers the only hope for 
stricken agriculture, in which I am 
tremendously interested, and a gen­

Brown's ship, a sma ll bipla ne, 
ma nufa ctured by a concern of which 
he wa s president, jerked free of 
the mid a ir ta ngle, with a crippled 
wing a nd her underpinning gone. 
As the field ground crew a nd a 
few specta tors looked on, the flier 
bega n to spira l. In a n effort to 
stra ighten the da ma ged wing by 
wind pressure a nd fina lly su ceeded 
in doing this. 
After getting the 
pla n© on a n even keel, he swooped 
down to a ttempt a la nding, ma de 
perilous by the loss of his lower 
gea r.
